REMARKS 



Claims 1-21 are pending, of which claims 12, 13, 19 and 21 have been amended. Claim 12 
has been amended to define the R' group in the compound of formula 2 to be isopropyl, 
support for this definition being found at page 10, line 15, of the specification. Claims 12, 
13, 19 and 21 have been amended to further clarify the four possible structural moieties 



clarification being found at page 4, lines 5-10, of the specification. There being no issue of 
new matter, entry of the foregoing amendments is respectfully requested. 

Claims 12-21 stand rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite, the 
Examiner arguing that the bonding of variable R"^ in formula 2 is confusing. In response, 
Applicants submit that the claims must be read in light of the specification which, at page 4, 
lines 5-10, further clarifies the four possible structural moieties intended to be covered by the 

partial formula in formula 2. One skilled in the art would clearly understand the 

scope of the claims in light of this teaching in the specification. In order to expedite 
prosecution, however, the claims have been amended in accordance with this teaching in the 
specification. Applicants respectfully submit that the claims as amended are clear and 
definite and request withdrawal of this rejection. 

Claims 12-15 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Kalanderopoulos et 
al. The Examiner specifically refers to compound 6 at page 6290 of this reference. In 
response, the claims have been amended to define the R* group in the compound of formula 2 
to be isopropyl. Applicants submit that the claims as amended are not anticipated by 
Kalanderopoulos as they do not cover any compounds disclosed in this reference. 
Accordingly, withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's indication that claims 1-11 are allowable over the prior 
art of record.
